I  put  a  good  dressing  of  mannro  npon 
piece  of  land  and  planted  it  with  potato* 
and  tried  the  following  experiment  on  three 
rows  side  hy  side.  First  row,  with  nothing 
In  the  hill,  yielding  169  pounds  good  and 
16  ponnds  small  potatoes ;  second  row, 
veuteen  cents'  worth  of  a  special  y 
manure,  ylelillug  233  ponnds  good,  and 
pounds  small  potatoes;  third  row,  with 
seventeen  cents'  worth  of  Bradley's  Phos- 
phate, yielding  S73  pounds  good  and  SI 
ponnds  small  potato**.   At  fifty  cents  per 
hnshei   for  small  potatoes  the  first  row, 
with  nothing  in  the  hill,  was  worth  T1.48;

Reply  td  Citizen. 

Mr.  Editor: 

Many  a  true  word  Is  spoken  in  jest  and 
perhaps  onr  town  Is  farther  on  the"rood  to 
the  poor  bouse"  than  citizen  meant.  I  will 
make  a  few  comparisons  and  see  whether 
we  are  proceeding  toward  poverty  or  pros- 
perity. The  following  figures  are  copied  ■ 
from  the  Assessors  re  port: — Total  valuation 
of  the  town  in  1877,  $1,2£W,510;  in  1882 
$1,986,024;  decrease  of  taxahie  property 
last  five  yean,  $10,486.  No.  of  polls  taxed 
in  1874, 657;  In  1882,  609 ;  lose  In  number 
of  polls,  43.  If  the  loss  In  population  Is  In 
proportion  to  the  loss  of  taxable 
polls,  the  decrease  wonld  be  about 
two  hundred,  but  perhaps  such  is  not  the 
case.  Average  cost  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  for  the  years  1881  and  1882,  $3,401.28 
per  year;  1872  and  1873,  $1,99437  per 
year;  increased  cost  $1,408.31  per  year. 
Average  costs  of  the  schools  for  the  years 
1882  and  1888,  (estimated)  $4,227.79;  1877 
and  1878,  $3,370.34;  increase  during  the 
hut  five  years,  $852.45  per  year. 

Feb.  1st,  1877,  town  owed  on  notes,  $87- 
046;  Feb.  1st,  1883,  $35,500;  decrease  of 
debt  In  six  years,  $1545. 

With  a  depreciation  of  over  ten  thous- 
and dollars  In  taxable  property  during  the 
last  five  years ;  a  loss  of  forty-eight  taxable 
polls  (and  the  Inference  is  a  loss  of  popula- 
tion in  proportion);  an  increase  in  onr 
school  expenses  amounting  new  to  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  |year  more 
than  five  years  ago,  we  are  blamed  for  not 
adding  still  Jmore  to  our  expenses  for 
schools. 

1  am  not  going  to  argue  the  Beach  ques- 
tion, whether  right  or  wrong,  bnt  It  has 
cost  ns  over  six  thousand  dollars  the  last 
six  years,  or  about  a  thousand  a  year,  with 
perhaps  large  bins  unpaid.  If  we  are 
ohilged  to  spend  our  money  for  law  and  for 
interest  we  cannot  have  It  for  schools. 
I  have  not  a  word  to  say  against  the  Prin- 
cipal of  onr  High  School,  in  the  past,  bnt 
willing  to  admit  that  he  Is  the  "very 
competent  and  successful  teacher"  he  is 
represented  to  have  been  for  the  last  three 
years,  and  what  I  want  to  ask,  Is,  why  can- 
not he  still  continue  to  be  the  same  compe- 
tent teacher  and  not  require  us  to  pay  for 
an  assistant  to  help  him.  and  eost  us  four- 
teen hundred  dollars  to  have  done  what  he 
has  so  laooesi/uiljf  done  for  one  thousand. 
Individuals  are  obliged  to  put  their  wish- 
es aside,  very  often,  and  govern  their  ex- 
penses according  to  their  man*.  A  tows 
a  collection  td  Individuals  and  sbonld  be 
governed  by  the  same  rule.  I  will  now 
aswer  "Citizen"  In  this  way.  With  a  de- 
-ease  In  taxable  property,  a  loss  of  polls, 
heavy  debt  a  large  lawsnlt  pending,  an 
Increase  In  school  expenditures),  a  large 
increase  in  the  support  of  the  poor,  if  we 
not  actually  on  the  road  to  the  poor 
bouse,  onr  faces  are  certainly  turned  very 
steadfastly  that  way.       Citizen  Three.

Very  properly,  those  reports  are  not  circula- 
ted by  that  Committee  about  the  town, 
but  are  considered  among  themselves;  these 
coupled  with  personal  observation  govern 
them  In  their  work.  T*ey  know  the  i*nde 
workings,  and  out  of  reopect  to  onr  own 
judgment,  we  should  accept  the  wisdom 
of  tkeir judgment  to  inset  sneh  emergen- 
cies as  may  arise  financially  or  as  regards 
the  ability  and  morality  of  those  whom 
they  have  employed.  If  we  cannot  trust 
that  judgment  why  attack  it  In  the 
childish,  imdlgni/ttd  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  done.  Call  a  special  town  moot- 
ing and  advise,  01  censure  (If  necessary) 
your  Committee,  and  If  they  do  not  choose 
to  heed  inch,  at  your  next  election  choose, 
so  far  as  possible,  a  new  board.  You  have 
no  authority  to  direct  them. 

At  every  false  or  unpopular  move  made 
by  any  of  the  various  commit  ties  of  our 
town,  some  of  the  hasty  ,"want  to  be  beard' 
people  think  the  newspaper  a  good  sound- 
ing-board, and  Inflict  npon  Its  readers  their 
complaints,  and  bring  upon  themselves  a 
feeling  of  contempt  from  the  cultivated, 
stir  np  an  "anything  for  excitement"  feel- 
ing among  the  careless  or  Ignorant,  and  al- 
so embarrass,  to  say  the  least  the  Innocent 
subject  of  their  tirade.  Maintain  digoity 
at  least  *ud  treat  the  snbject,  If  needful 
to  take  it  ont  of  the  control  of  the  present 
authority,  In  a  proper  manner. 

We  are  not  inspired  in  our  writing  of 
this  article  hy  any  partisan  feeling.

Tho  sleeping  soul  wake* 
you  can  see  il  shining  through  hi* 
eye* ;  tbo  whole  life  In  him  i*  quick- 
ened ;  he  la  a  new  creature,  Tbe  seeds 
were  dormant  and  tbo  sun  has  eomo. 1 
Tho  fenrjcntatloo  In  hi*  budding  mau- 
bood  i*  like  what  they  are  going  to  try 
In  tho  mines  ;  It  opens  the  great  wall* 
ol  hindrance  nod  reveals  the  hidden 
treasure.

He  paid  that 
debt  first,  not  at  all  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Sermon  on  tbo  Mount,  and  then  said. 

Now  I  will  fight  my  way  to  the  head 
of  this  class."  He  did  thai,  and  there 
lie*  tbe  Piwt  jrenn  of  the  "Principia." 
Such  a  lad  wa*  Dnvid  Hume.  Ilia 
mother  said,  "Our  David  i*  a  good- 
natnred  croatnre,  bnt  uncommon  weak- 
minded."  And  Dr.  Adnui  Clark,  the 
most  learned  man  among  the  Methodist* 
in  bis  time,  was  labeled  by  his  father 
as  a  most  grievous  and  incorrigible 
dunce.

An  Early  Crop  of  Peas. 

There  are  two  distinct  classes  of  peas 
those  with   small,   round    seeds,  th< 
others  with  much  larger,  irregnlarly- 
shaped  peas,  the  surface  of  which 
wrinkled.    The  wrinkled  seeded, 
marrow,  peas  are  as  mnctt  better  than 
tho  other  as  sweet  corn  is  superior  lo 
field  corn.    The  round  peas,  while  not 
so  good,  arc  much  hardier  and  catb'er 
than  tho  others.    Unless   the   soil  it 
warm,  and   tbey   germinate  quickly, 
wrinkled  peats  will  decay   before  they 
can  come  up.    The  ronnd  pea* 
vastly  better  than  no  peas,  aad  arc  very 
acceptable   to   tbe  olhers.    To  havo 
early  peas,  they  must  be  sown  erarir- 
the  earlier  the  better.    After  the  *t 
has  tbawod  lor  Ibe  first  four  inc-W 
even  if  it  is  solid  below,  sow  peas, 
tbe  ground  was  manured  and  ploug  betl 
last  autnmn,  all  tho  belter ;  tf  noi  select 
Ibe  richest  available  spot,  and  open 
drill  four  iocdea  deep.    Peas  should  be? 
covered  deeper  than  most  other  set  ds.

The  Panama  Canal. 
A  report  on  the  Panama  canal  hns 
lately  been  made  hy  Lieutenant  Roger* 
of  the  nary,  who  says  tbat  tbe  compa- 
ny has  already  a  great  quantity  of  ma- 
chinery and  material  for  tbe  work,  in- 
cluding steam  excavators,  dredges,  ele- 
vators, cranes,  tugs,  and  emrylhing 
necessary  for  tho  construction  of  tho 
canal;  that  five  contracls  have  boon 
mado,  oiio  for  tho  excavation  of  Oio  ca- 
nal to  its  lull  dimensions  from  tho  Al- 
lantw  entrance  to  tho  Cbagres  river  nt 
Gatun,  about  eight  miles,  tho  work  to 
be  begun  at  once ;  auother  for  excava- 
tion al  tho  summit  to  the  Invnl  of  7d 
or  about  (wo  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  aboi-c  the  sea,  (ho  eslimatcd 
amount  of  excavation  bciag  about  three 
lK  millions  ol  cubic  metres 
another  for  tho  construction  of  railronds 
for  transporting  material  in  ouo  of  (he 
intermedium  sections,  and  two  others 
of  less  Importance.  In  oilier  places 
thn  company  is  doing  tho  work  itscll, 
without  (hn  in(ervon(ion  of  contactors. 
Thn  con(rac(or  lor  (ho  summit  scclioo 
is  an  American,  who  has  a  largo  uutu- 
bcrof  excavators,  locomotives,  dump 
cars,  and  so  forth.  His  work  was  (o 
begin  on  tho  seventh  of  last  mouth,  aud 
to  bo  completed  in  twouty-six  rnonins- 
Tho  progress  already  mndo  includes  (ho 
marking  ont  of  tho  lino  of  tho  canal  for 
the  cn»ire  length  and  tbo  movnl  of 
thn  forest  throughout  (he  filliug  of 
(wenty  cighl  acres  of  fiats  at  (ho  Atlan- 
tic entrance  of  (ho  canal,  (ho  construct- 
or hospitals  tit  Panama  and  a(  sev- 
eral other  poin(s.  Excaradous  (or 
short  distances  at  (hree  or  fonr  places 
are  made  hy  hand,  and  villages  for 
workmen  a(  some  poin(s  haro  been 
planned  and  houses  oroc(cd  Tho 
whole  number  of  men  employed  is  near- 
ly fire  (housand.  Tbo  laborers  are  na- 
(ires  of  (bo  isthmus  or  from  (ha  island 
of  Jamaica,  tho  Utter  being  more  nu- 
merous. The  mechanics  are  French, 
Americans  and  English.  Soundings 
or  borings  haro  been  mado  at  short  in- 
terval* along  (ha  line  of  tho  canal.  Very 
littlo  rock  was  found,  and  tho  soils  arc 
no(  so  heavy  bn(  (hat  (ho  s(cam  excava- 
tors work  freclr  in  thorn. 

Licnt.  Rogers'  conclusions  Km  that 
Iho  preliminary  workissofar  advanced 
thai  thn  excavation  will  go  on  rigorous- 
ly during  the  dry*  season  ;  thai  excava- 
tion b.is  beguu.  and  will  go  on  more 
rapidly  as  the  means  of  transportation 
are  increased  ;  that  there  is  no  doubt 
of  the  intention  ot  the  company  (o  carry 
out  the  plan  of  the  canal ;  lbat  tho  work 
cannot  be  completed  within  tho  time  set 
hy  Do  Lesseps,  tho  year  1S88,  or  tho 
estimated  cost,  $120,000,000;  (hat 
several  years  more  will  be  required, 
and  (he  estimated  cost  will  be  largely 
exceeded  ;  that  ■  probably  thn  original 
aub-scribcrj  will  lose  their  venture,  and 
that  later  comers  will  reap  the  profits 
of  thn  enterprise.  Almost  tw«ntjr-«i* 
millions  of  dollars  has  already  been 
spent  in  preliminary  work,  and  it  does 
not  seem  reasonable  to  believe  that  tho 
great  undertaking  itself  can  be  finished 
for  fonr  or  fivo  times  (hn  sum  expended 
getting  ready  to  attack  it.  Tbo 
enormous  amount  of  work  to  be  done 
can  scarcely  be  appreciated  hy  reading 
(he  figures.  At  (wo  places  for  consid- 
erable distances  (ho  cnt  will  be  about 
three  hundred  aud  sixty-five  feet  deep, 
and  its  width  at  (hn  top  about  four  hun- 
dred feci.  Nothing  like  (bis  has  ever 
been  attempted  elsewhere.  Besides 
i(  is  contemplated  to  bold  back  tho . 
fioojl  w  aters  of  the  Chagres  river  id  prc- 
vet4.it  from  .filling  this  big  ditch,  by  a 
twenty-seven  hundred  feet  long 
and  one  hundred  feet  high,  which  Is  no 
small  undertaking  in  itseir.  Whether 
all  precautions  will  arnll  to  prevent  the 
floods  washing  in  the  banks'  of  (be  ca- 
nal and  filling  it  with  mud  and  stones 
when  (bo  rainfall  amounts  to  a  foot  or 
mora  in  twenty-four  hours,  as  it  is  said 
to  do  sometimes  in  that  country,  only 
actual  experiment  can  provu,  bot  tbo 
probabilities  seem  agalos(  ll.  It  is  po— 
siblo  tbat  a  navigable  passage  may 
somctimo  be  opened  between  tbo  two 
Do  Lesseps'  plan,  bnl  it  is 
fife  to  predict  that  it  will  not  bo  fin- 
ished in  fivo  years,  or  ten,  nor  for  twice 
tho  money  the  engineers  now-  estimate.

Whou  n  doctor  finds  out  any  uew 
thing  wbicb  will  cure  folks,  and  uses 
It,  all  the  odier  doctors  (urn 
abuse  him  for  it, 

Doctors  go  to  school  many  yenrs 
learning  to  prescribe  for  diseases. 
Druggists  put  up  tho  prescriptions. 
Tho  publlo  Inko  the  proscrip  lions  nnd 
put  up  both  with  tbn  Doctors  and  tho 
druggists.  Some  think  It  is  a  "put  up 
job"  bdtwecu  tbe  doctors  and  th j  drug- 
gists. 

About  once  iu  20  years  the  doctors 
relabel  nil  the  old  complaints  and  give 
thorn  now  nnmes.  Thirty  odd  ycurs 
ago  pnoumonia  was  "lung  rover,"  and 
'scia(ica"  plain  urhouma(i«."  But 
complainte  with  (hese  old-fashioned 
English  names  are  bad  for  doctors. 
People  get  too  well  acquainted  with 
(hem,  and  (hen  (hey  learn  (o  cure 
themselves.  Whcu  the  doctors  find 
them  out  they  rechristcu  the  whole  lot. 
This  is  dona  hy  charging  a  gnn  foil  of 
Greek  aud  Latin  words  and  firing  into' 
the  old  complaints.  When  a  shot  hits 
tho  uomo  slicks.  Tho  sick  are  frigh- 
tened when  they  aro  told  (bat  thcso 
words  ore  (be  matter  with  them  nnd 
thiuk  something  new  and  awful  has 
im  When  n  doctor  has  tried  ( 
cure  a  sick  man  and  cau't  ho  tells  bim 
he's  gol  "malaria."  Nothing  readily 
cures  malaria  in  New  York  hut  dy- 
5- 

Doctors  usually  disagree,  und  (be 
more  (boro  aro  of  (bom  the  more  do 
(bey  disagree.  No  dozen  of  doctors 
ever  yet  nprccd  entirely  upon  a  man's 
complaint — unless  bo  was  drowned  or 
blow  his  brains  ou(.  Evnry  fow 
years  (ho  doctors  find  out  tha(  somc- 
thing  (hoy  used  to  do  is  nntiroly  wrong 
and  likely  to  kill  moro  than  euro. 
But  thoy  stick  up  just  tbe  samo  for 
whatever  lhoy  arc  doing  now. 

Rich  folks  do  not  hire  poor  doctors 
to  cure  tbem.  A  doctor  to  cure  rich 
folks  must  live  iu  n  fashionable  street, 
nn  cx|>cnsivc  house  and  keep  up  some 
style.  It's  not  the  street,  nor  the 
house,  nor  the  styla,  though,  Unit  cures 
thf  patient,  nud  if  the  doctor  hnppcus 
to  lack  brniiu  it's  sometimes  supposed 
that  accident  or^ualure  cures  them — if 
they  aro  cured. 

YVorncu  are  often  fond  of  doctors, 
because  if  a  woman  thinks  anything  is 
the  matter  with  bcr  she  wants  her 
medical  adviser  to  think  so,  too,  and 
she  wants  to  try  and  bo  cured  in  tho 
most  fashionable  and  expensive  fosh- 
ioo.  A  coarse,  common,  unfashion- 
able doctor  might  tell  »  womnn  that, 
her  corsets  were  culling  bor  iu  two ; 
that  bcr  lungs  and  other  articles 
thereabouts  wore  being  squeezed  loo 
much  together ;  that  ber  life  indoo  rs 
wus  that  of  a  humau  hot-bonse  plant ; 
thut  all  the  medicine  yet  to  bo  mixed 
aud  mode  could  not  cure  bcr,  and  tbat 
In  fact,  she  was  too  far  gooc  iu  this 
sort  cf  sin  and  wickedness  ever  to  be  a 
well  woman.  This  might  make  ber 
•ally  ill.  Would  a  ''skilledpbysicinn" 
nanko  his  paticut  ill?  Ob,  no.  He 
will  humor  them  cud  humor  their 
complaints,  and  givo  thorn  nil  the  mcd- 
thoy  want,  nnd  put  in  his  regular 
bill  and  pocket  tbe  cash  and  step  out 
of  tho  bouse  rejoicing,  and  wink  at  tbe 
rich  druggist  on  the  corner  as  he  goes 
by. 

Some  ill-natured  aud  ignorant  pco 
plo  call  all  doctors  "bumhugs."  This 
roog.  Doctors  ure  not  humbugs. 
Doctors  doctor  folks  (be  way  folks  wnn( 
1o  be  doctored.  Doctors  ^kuow  well 
soough  Hint  if  tboy  tell  a  mnn  or  wom- 
tn  thai  to  gat  well  they  must  stop  cnl- 
ug  too  much  or  drinking  too  mueh  or 
doing  too  much  of  noything  that  they 
would  loso  tbo  patieut.  The  sick  man 
doosn't  want  to  do  anything  disagreeable 
get  well.  Uo  wants  to  sit  still  and 
take  pills.  I  la  wants  those  pills  to 
keep  him  well  after  be  gets  well 
and  while  ha  is  doing  his  best  to  get 
sick  ngnln.  Tho  doctor  kuows  this 
aud  so  gives  him  the  pills  anil  charges 
well  for  siviug  them,  us  ho  ought 
to  do*  A  good  mauy  pcoplo'aro  mak- 
ing themselves  sick  by  workiug  lo 
ninki)  a  llviuj  or  iu  tryinjr  to  muko 
more  rnouey.  Doctors  kuow  this. 
Hut  thoy  can't  help  it.  Them's  no 
pill  yet  compounded  tlmt  cau  slop  u 
man  from  rommiUiiig  slow  suicide  lu 
nu  ofllco  full  or  dead  uir.  Doctors 
can't  turu  (euomcn(-houscs  into  Yellow- 
stone park*.  Doctors  cau't  stop  sick 
Imkors  from  making  bread  or  poor  flour 
nod  hlowiug  it  npnrt  with  unhealthy 
chemicals.  Doctor's  cno't  slop  the 
making  or  sausnges  In  uusly  celliirs 
out  ol  scraps  anil  diseased  meat .  Doc- 
tors can't  koep  the  poorest  butter  or
